Dr. Huxley Completes 
Lectures Series On 
Possibility Of Man

"Man'i destiny liet In greater fulfilment and in higher 
achievement", said Dr. Julian Huxley, last night in the concluding 
lecture of the Edward Beatty Memorial Seriet. 

Dr. Huxley taid. that man't culture can evolve furHier, but th« 
only way Hiat .Hiit can be done it by a unificat'oo of all beliefs ta 
coni<,orge on -a tingle pattern of belief which will embody every aspect: 
religion, politics, economics, and all sciences. Many obstacles are in 
the way. There are many incompatible beliefs in every field, but Dr. 
Huxley holds tho belief that these divergences can bo reconciled and 
all conflicts can be resolved. Fate is truHi and truHi will prevail, but 
it needs all our efforts to do to. 

CULTURAL EVOLUTION 
Dr. Huxley compared çulfural evolution to biological evolution. 
Ho said that culture has alto become self-reproducing but it hat a 
novel element in that it it cumulatively sislf-reproducing! There ars. 
new meHiods in varialion; imagination, 'spiritual intuitions etc, whidi 
exist instead of egnetic variation. Cultural or social selection exists 
inttead of natural selection. There is also an advance of the upper 
lave! of organiiafion. The big difference between tho two evolutions 
lies is that the biological one lead to greater diversity, but becauss 
of tho crossing of cultures, tho laHer form, tendt to convergence rather 
than divergence. 

-,.Jij«>« pointed out by. Dr. Huxley that we are now In thé midst 
of a ptycho-biologieal revolution when we are finding the important 
relationthipt between mind and body. Many of the mott important 
ttept in this field were taken right here In Montreal by profettor 
Penfield and professor Hebb. 

"We should bo appaled at the low ttandar'dt of- education 
pertitting tho world over' , said Dr. Huxley. He went on to state -that 
this was no way to realize mant' full potehtialitiet,~ and that wo are' not 
even realizing mans' full potentialities as far as health is concerned, 
but the World Health Organization has made a sfop in that direction.

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It is doubtful if anytlilng has 
happened since World War II to 
match in importance the mo- 
mentous events of the last ten days. 
The two powers around whom all 
world affairs have spun since 1045 
suddenly were confronted with 
successful challenges to their. au- 
thority. A desert ember, smoulder- 
ing for cisht years- Wtst*' into 
violent flame. The British ^Com- 
monwealth of Nations, lung un> 
steady, began tottering perilousl>', 
as did also Nato and the United 
Nations itself. Most poignant, of 
all, the cry of hope in .the throats 
of Eastern .European peoples is 
even now becoming a scream of 
aitguish. 

Future Generations 

We cannot at present detenniue 
how future generations will inter- 
pret these events — liisturical 
analysis, which is based on causes 
and cffects^^will la .tluse nutters 
have to amlt the ictfects. Nevër^' 
thelcss, two immediate consequen- 
ces' stand out in l>old relief against 
the confused horizon. 

The first is that the west's 
closely nurtured campaign to em- 
pbuiwjiiinorality . and principle in 
fntnTÛitlonar affairs has been 
abruptly terminated. Despite scat- 
tered instances like Guatemala, 
Cyprus and .Algeria, the western 
democracies have,' on the whole, 
attempted to use world opinion as 
their main defense against the 
spread of militant communism. 
And despite her copious use of the 
Security Council veto, the Soviet 
Union has generally respected and, 
indeed, tried very hard to man' 
ipulate this world opinion too, 
The very fear of alienating large 
masses of humanity in Asia and 
Africa i^idoubtedly was a factor 
in her initial almost moderate 
reaction in Poland and Hungary, 
Now, after the recent events in 
the Middle East and the United 
Nations, this fear has been di 
spelled — the west's moral position 
luia been so greatly, damaged that 
nothing . which the . Soviet Union 
might conceivably do Jn Europe, 
will :;aùenate;. the ; AfnhAsiaii jiu- 
UolisT^ÔÎr 'thWyràiisal :W con- 
demn the Russians' in the UN on 
Sunday night).

friends, is a most unfortunate 
example.
